Total nonfarm employment added 900 jobs
in January and has added jobs in five
straight months.
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Manufacturing gained 1,300 jobs this
month. Almost all the gain was in durable
goods manufacturing.

Other services added 800 jobs this month.
This gain follows losses in November and
December.

Retail pared the most jobs this month
(-1,400) after a disappointing holiday
season. This sector is down 3,400 jobs
versus last year.

Manufacturing began adding jobs in
February of last year and is now up 11,000
jobs annually. Total nonfarm employment
combined is up 13,800 jobs.
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
